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' Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada 
Holds Thirty-Ninth Annual Meeting

HE Thirty-ninth Annual Meeting of the Holstein- 
+ Friesian Association of Canada was held at Toronto, 

Ontario, February 16th with an attendance of about 
one hundred men. A sentiment of sane economy pre- 
yailed throughout the meeting which resulted in the paring 
of expenditures in a number of directions but continuance 
of several important items looking towards sound progress 
for the breed. The reports of the officers showed a good 
year even under the adverse conditions that have pre- 
yailed. Financially there was a slight deficit, which, how- 
ever, was largely explained by several items of interest 
and taxes, properly chargeable to the preceding year and 
also the fact that the new rates and fees did not go 
into effect until a large proportion of the business of the 
year had been done. Surplus of assets over liabilities is 
given aS $28,511.94. Registration for the year numbered 
16,621, an increase of about five per cent, over the pre- 
ceding year. There’ was a slight decrease in number of 
transfers issued during the year. There was also,a slight 
decrease in number of new members admitted, the totai 
of last year being 424 as against 485 for the preceding 
year. The Record of Merit work, however, increased 
from 1187 certificates issued in 1920 to 1247 in 1921. The 
details of the work of the Secretary’s office appear in 
the report of W. A. Clemons on another page of this issue. 

President F. R. Mallory occupied the chair and called 
the meeting to order at 10 a..m. The first order of bus- 
iness was the reading of the President's address, which 
we shall present in full to the World readers. The read- 
ing of the minutes of the last annual meeting were dis- 
pensed with, upon motion, and the Secretary presented 
the minutes of the meetings of the Management Commit 
tee held last April and again in September. The report 
of the Secretary was adopted without discussion. The 
Auiitor’s report, explained in some detail by B. Mallory 
and J. W. Richardson, precipitated quite a lively discussion 
over matters of policy involved, it being participated in 
by W. R. Cummings, R. W. E. Burnaby, R. J. Kelley, 
Fred Lee, L. H. Lipsit, and others. The report was 
finally adopted. 

- W. E. Burnaby offered a resolution authorizing and 
confirming the action previously taken by the Executive 
Board in borrowing the necessary money for the pur- 
chase of a National home and mortgaging of the property 
for that purpose. The resolution was seconded by A. E. 
Hulet and unanimously passed. B. Mallory offered a reso- 
lution authorizing the Board of Officers to borrow in the 
name of the Association such amounts as might be nec- 
pool for — expenses in a year. This was adopted 

er some discussion. 

The meeting then proceeded to consider the recommen- 
dations brought in by the Executive Board at their meet- 
ing the preceding day. The first recommendation related 
to the continuance of prizes for Record of Merit tests 
and it was moved that the prize of five dollars for tests 
in the long-time division with a fifteen dollar limit to any 
one breeder be paid only to those who have not won 
prizes’ previously. Mr. McCoullough offered an amend- 
ment to this resolution that prize money for records 

done away with entirely. G. A. Brethen argued 
that it was a mistake to take any action in cut- 
ting down the support of official and  semi-official 
test work. A. E. Hulet argued that cutting down 
the prize money in this way would not discourage 
eetees in the making of records as after. breed- 
“ get started with this work the payment of five dollars 
by the Association would not influence them much either 
ig a. View was also. advanced by Chris. Houck, 
dates ay E. S. Archibald, and others. The meeting 
penned tr. McCollough’s amendment and adopted the 

aendation of the Executive. It voted, however to 
discontinue all prizes for short-time records. 
‘ine the most important items recommended by the 
® was the continuance of grants for fairs, the 
Srants for 1921 amounting to nearly $12,000. The awards 





based, for the most part, upon an offer to give fifty per 
cent, of the amounts offered by the Fair Associations. 
R. W. E. Burnaby: spoke in favor of making a cut in the 
grants for fairs and moved an amendment to offer forty 
per cent. of the amounts to be given by the Fair Boards 
instead of fifty per cent. as in the past. R. F. Hicks 
spoke in favor of the Burnaby amendment as being in 
line with the spirit of the meeting. L. H. Lipsit, speak- 
ing in favor of the original motion, stated that fifty per 
cent. at least, of the boosting for the breed has come as a 
result of the Holstein exhibits at the fairs. He pointed 
out that if the Association reduced these grants the Fair 
Boards will very likely do the same with the result that 
for every dollar the Canadian Association cuts off, the 
breeders will lose about three dollars in amount of prize 
money offered. R. J. Kelley, A. E. Hulet, Fred Lee and C. 
W. Thurston all spoke in favor of the continuance of 
the grants urging their importance in breed extension. 
Hon. Walter M. Lea concluded the argument by urging 
that it be left as it is for another year until the Association 
has an opportunity of judging as to how its finances will 
be after a full vear at the new rates. He pointed out 
the experience of British breeders, proving the importance 
of their shows in breed improvement. Upon vote the 
amendment to reduce the grants for fairs was overwhel- 
mingly defeated and the original motion unanimously 
passed. 

H. S. Arkell, Dominion Livestock Commissioner, was 
then introduced and in his remarks urged that the breeders 
pay more attention to herd improvement than to the devel- 
opment of individuals, perhaps at the expense of herd ef- 
ficiency. His department is desirous of conferring with 
Committees from the Dairy Breed Associations with the 
idea of working out, if possible, some changes in the R. O. 
P. rules which will result in developing herds to a greater 
extent than at present. A committee consisting of T. A. 
Barron, Chris. Houck and the incoming President was 
appointed upon motion to work with the other breeds 
and the Dominion Department of Agriculture upon this 
problem. 
the Winter Fairs with the addition of one hundred dollars 

Unanimous action was taken continuing the grants at 
each for Brandon and Regina but leaving the amount for 
the Royal Agricultural Winter Fair to the management 
Committee. The By-laws were amended upon motion of 
A. E. Hulet, establishing a price of two dollars per copy 
for all herd Books and Year Books to be issued in the 
future following the one now in process of preparation, 
thus doing away with the custom of the past of furnishing 
the Herd book free of charge to members. The Publicity 
Committee upon motion was authorized to spend up to 
$2,000 for Publicity work, and the salaries of the Sec- 
retary and Auditors were continued as in the past. As a 
measure of further economy it was moved and unanimous- 
ly adopted that the publication of the Year Book be ommit- 
ted for one year, the Secretary being directed to send 
the reports as issued to all who have purchased books 
for the past two years and all others who apply for them. 
Resolutions were adopted endorsing Accredited herd 
work and urging the new government to carry it on also 
calling upon the government to pass an act prohibiting 
the importation, manufacture, and sale of oleomargarine 
in the Dominion of Canada, endorsing the Protection of 
the Purebred Cattle Act, which imposes a penalty of $25.00 
for grade sires running unconfined and fixing damages for 
purebred cows accidently bred by grade or scrub sires. 
The request of the Swedish Holstein-Friesian Association 
for recognition was tabled, as this Association accepts 
animals for registering by grading up and it was thus felt 
that the request for recognition could not be, granted at 
this time. R. W. E. Burnaby was called upon for a report 
of the committee on the matter of a breed paper for the 
Association. He reported that the committee was given

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Succulent Feeds to Supplement Pasture 
By E. S. SAVAGE 





EDITOR’S NOTE: One of the most im- 
portant phases of the feeding problem is to 
give desired succulence to the ration so 
that a heavy milk flow may be kept up dur- 
ing the summer season when the pastures 
are drying up. 

Because of the timeliness of this subject, 
we are reprinting Prof. Savage’s discussion 
on it from the new edition of Feeding Dairy 
Cattle in the current issue of the World. 


T IS a well known fact among dairy- 

men that cows that once go down in 

milk do not readily come back again. 
It does not seem to be enough, however, 
to feed concentrates entirely as a sup- 
plement, nor is it economical to do so. 
‘It seems to be as necessary to provide 
succulent feed, concentrates and perhaps 
some dry roughage, at this time when 
the cows are on pasture, as it is in win- 
ter when the cows are in the barn. 


The writer is of the opinion that it is 
good practice to feed some hay in sum- 
mer when the pastures begin to go dry. 
Some dairymen think it best to feed a 
little hay even at the flush of pasture. 
The writer is of this opinion but does not 
urge the pract{ce, but would merely 
call it to the attention of dairymen as 2 
subject for thought and perhaps trial. 

We are convinced, however, that the cheapest and 
most convenient way to supplement pasture is to feed 
silage. Here are some of the reasons: First, it has 
been conclusively demonstrated in several trials that the 
cows will produce just as much, seem as comfortable and 
keep up their appetites just as well when fed silage and 
grain and perhaps a little hay when on pasture, as’ when 
fed green crops, grain and hay when on pasture. Second, 
from any experiments that the writer has seen, the cost 
has always been in favor of the silage. 

There is every reason to believe the two main facts 
just cited. In addition: (1) It is difficult to get proper 
succession of crops so that each is in its choicest con- 
dition when fed. Some crops will have to be fed when a 
little too green, others will have to be held too long. 
(2) It is necessary to plant small areas at different times, 
which is a nuisance in busy seasons. (3) When pastures 
suffer from drouth the worst, and green crops are most 
needed, the green crops also yield poorly. With silage, 
an abundance of succulent feed is carried from year to 
year, and the effect of the drouth easily and most econom- 
ically offset. (4) Green crops must be harvested in small 
quantities in all kinds of weather. It is practically nec- 
essary to harvest some every day because it is impossible 
to pile them even in small piles without some loss in pal- 
atability. 

When silage is grown large fields are fitted most eco- 
nomically. The best use of labor and machinery is made 
in planting, cultivating, and harvesting the crop. Silage 
is of uniformly high quality at all times. Greater yields 
per acre are obtained with silage than with many crops 
used in a green crop system. 

The only reason the author can find in favor of the 
growing of green crops, to supplement silage, is the value 
of variety in the ration, and the fact that it may not be 
best to feed a cow continuously on silage the year round. 
She will get some rest, however, in a system with silage 
as the only supplement, because in nearly every locality 
there is a flush season of pasture when probably neither 
a succulent supplement nor a grain supplement will be 
needed. 

The method of supplementing pasture with silage alone, 
grades into a second plan which involves the intermittent 
use of the silo. Advantage is taken of alfalfa and clover 
and a crop or two of peas and oats, when these crops are 
in prime condition, and silage is used in between. There 
will be some loss of silage in intermittent use, but the 
amount is small when the ilage is near the bottom of the

It is not claimed that the above outline is the best that 
may be suggested. It is merely a suggestion to indicate 
the crops that may be used for the purpose discussed in 
this paper, with the probable acreage needed for fifty 
cows, the time of seeding, and the approximate time when 
the crop would be in prime condition to be fed green. 
Each individual dairyman must work out his own system. 
All dairymen must feed some supplementary feeds and 
can best plan their work through the use of silage. 

Attention should be called to the amount of succulent 
forage crop that must be fed to secure the best results. 
In the winter time we are accustomed to feed a cow |? 
pounds of hay daily and 35 pounds of corn silage together 


with a good grain mixture. 


Twelve pounds of hay daily 


would yield 10.5 pounds of dry matter; 35 pounds of corn 
silage would furnish a cow with 9.2 pounds of dry matter; 
therefore, with this ration of hay and silage, she would 
be getting approximately 20 pounds of dry matter of the 


roughage a day. 


Suppose that when on rather fair pasture in July 


and 


Augusi she gets one-half of the necessary dry matter in 
the roughage. That means we must feed enough silage 


crop or green crop to furnish 10 pounds of dry 
day. Now let us see how much of these succu

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Extension Work Carries On. 


OVERNOR FRANK O. LOWDEN was elected presi- 
es dent of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 

in June, 1921 at Syracuse over his emphatic pro- 
test. He was prevailed upon to accept the position in 
the hope that he could accomplish something for the in- 
dustry in which he himself was engaged and in which 
many of his friends had much at stake. 

Since his election President Lowden has addressed large 
audiences of Holstein breeders and leading agricultural 
men in Washington, Oregon, Nebraska, Kansas, Illinois, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Michigan, New York, New England 
and other centers. 

We have heard a great deal about the loss to the in- 
dustry of the discontinuance of our extension work. That 
it has been a serious loss no one today questions. How- 
ever, the work done by President Lowden in acquainting 
the leading agricultural figures of these various states 
with the true relationship of agriculture—and dairy agri- 
culture particularly—to the entire industrial situation of 
this country has been extension work of the very highest 
order. Jt has counted most heavily because of its timeli- 
ness. President Lowden has told his audiences what 
they perhaps but dimly realized respecting the vital im- 
portance of agriculture and the dairy industry to the wel- 
fare of this country. He has told it at a time when the men 
engaged in this industry needed just the sort of advice 
he has given. 

He came to them as a leading exponent of agricultural 
thought and whtrever he has been introduced it was as 
the leader of the Holstein-Friesian industry of this country. 
Could there be more effective extension work performed 
than this, or more timely? 


President Lowden’s work, following so closely upon 
the tremendous amount of pioneering done by former 
president D. D. Aitken, was rendered more effective by 
the preparation by extension work, under Mr. Aitken’s 
leadership, in building up these strong effective state 
organizations. To Mr. Aitken must go the credit for an 
idea that is bound to have a tremendous influence upon 
the spreading of the Holstein gospel throughout this 
country. Mr. Aitken as father of the modern state asso- 
ciation has made it possible for us to build up, when we 
again resume our extension work, a system that will 
reach down to the breeder on his farm and extend the 
helping hand of the National Association in most effective 
form. 

We have heard a great deal about state organizations 
and their value. As time goes on we will realize a little 
more clearly how important to the success of our national 
extension program it has become that we build strong 
state organizations, and how important in turn it is that 
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the state look to the county organization as a uni 
which it may reach the entire field. It is logical

The Canadian Annual Meeting. 


UR brother Holstein breeders across the border in 
Canada should feel a great deal of pride in their 
: organization. The meeting held last week, their 
thirty-ninth annual convention, was a model of what 
such meetings should be. It was representative; it pro- 
ceeded in an orderly and businesslike way, a large number 
of the members participating intelligently in the discus. 
sions. Breeders who depend upon the Holstein cow for 
their bread as well as their butter appeared to be in the 
great majority, not only on the Board of Officers but among 
the rank and file as well. The management of their af- 
fairs between meetings is entrusted in the hands of their 
Executive Board, which in turn delegates much of this 
authority to the Management Committee consisting of 
the president and secretary and the four vice-presidents, 
all except the secretary being elected by and from the 
Executive Board. Their Board of Directors appears to 
have, or at least exercises, less. authority than is the case 
in our association. The actions of the Canadian Board at 
the meeting immediately preceding the annual meeting 
appeared to be merely recommendations brought before 
the annual meeting for final adoption, amendment or re 
jection. It is perhaps natural that this should be so in view 
of the difference in the size of the two associations. The 
business of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
has assumed such proportions that if it were necessary 
for all matters, and even some quite important matters, 
to come before the annual meeting for decision, the 
machinery would be hopelessly clogged up. In the meeting 
there was plenty of discussion and differences of opinion 
but without any of the bitterness that in our association 
has followed as a logical aftermath to the proxy cam- 
paigns that have been in evidence at more than one meet: 
ing. If, under the delegate system, our association can 
function as satisfactorily as did the Canadian association 
at its meeting last week, we should. feel that we have 
made a long step in advance. 

Outstanding among the accomplishments at the re 
cent Canadian annual meeting was the decision, at all 
cost regardles of what might be done in any other direc- 
tion, to continue the grants in support of the fairs. The 
Canadian breeders have always been strong supporters 
and. believers in the show ring. With a membership and 
annual earnings only about ten per cent as great as our 
National Association they spent last year and are offer 
ing again this year almost $12,000 or 60 per cent as much 
as our association offers for Holstein premiums at fairs. 
The results, we believe, justify the continuance of the 
appropriation as it appears that the Canadian breeders 
as a whole have just a little keener appreciation of the 
importance of type and conformation than is the case on 
this side, or, at least, until very recently. Canadian herds 
at our shows invariably render a good account of them- 
selves and that they are progressing in the matter of 
production is convincingly demonstrated by a study of 
their records or by watching the news columns. In con- 
clusion, we want to express the hope that the present pleas 
ant relations between the breeders of the United States 
and Canada may be continued and grow yet closer be- 
cause it appears that intermingling our best blood with 
theirs and their best blood with ours has in the past 
been fruitful of outstanding results for both. 
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A New Thought Upon Advertising 


HE World is indebted to the manager of one of our 
T progressive Nebraska Holstein firms for a new idea 
upon the use of advertising by breeders.

Apply the same analysis to the owner of an 
extensive breeding establishment. Through vari- 
ous mediums he is constantly searching for a mar- 
ket for this animal or for that. Even if the stock 
is always readily disposed of he wishes to sell 
to the utmost profit. Have we not in stich a man 
another “hunter?” 
These two classes cover the whole industry. 
We can readily see that the former may gradually 
develop into the latter provided the intermediate 
steps can be taken. But, both will always exist 
and the one is dependent upon the other. Is it 
not, then, logical to assume that both great groups 
of “hunters” should use the same “field” in which 
to work out their self-preservation? 
The Holstein publication furnishes this com- 
mon “field” for our operations. The “game” will 
be sufficient for the needs of all, if we avail our- 
selves of the great opportunity thus opened by 
using publicity as the means to the end.

It Has Happened Before 


UR attention was called recently to an extract from 
O a letter to Wisconsin breeders written by W. J. 

Gillett when he was secretary of the Wisconsin Hol- 
stein-Breeders’ Association in 1892—thirty years ago. This 
extract was published on the fly leaf of the Articles of 
Organization and sent out broadcast to Wisconsin brecd- 
ers at that time. 

Thirty years ago W. J. Gillett said: 

“The past few years while a great depression 
has existed in the cattle industry throughout our 
country the dairy cattle have been wel] up to the 
highest mark, and I trust and firmly believe the 
bottom has been reached and that better prices 

are already being realized.” 

It will be seen that the conditions which haye fur- 
nished the Holstein breeder some cause.for concern 
within the past eighteen months are not entirely new to 
the industry. Pioneer breeders of thirty years ago went 
through a similar period of trial. That the industry came 
back and that it progressed to still higher levels than 
were even dreamed of by these men should give those 
of us who are in the business today plenty of food for 
optimistic thought. 

History repeats itself, and in the cycle of changes that 
are bound to occur in the Holstein industry this great 
stable essential business shall go on to new conquests.

Arkansas Valley Association 


During the’ month of January 255 
cows were tested in 21 herds in the 
Arkansas Valley, Colorado, Cow-Test- 
ing Association, their average produc- 
tion being 33.1 lbs. fat from 961 Ibs. 
milk. Eighty of these had a produc- 
tion of over 1000 Ibs. milk and 40 lbs. 
fat, while the increase in the average 
production over that of December was 
52 lbs. milk and 0.5 Ibs. fat. The high- 
est producing herd in the Association. 
was that of the Green Mountain Dairy, 
with an average production of 53.4 
Ibs. fat from 1629 lbs. milk on sixteen 
head. The next four highest herds 
were owned respectively by Guy Gil 
bert, Ray Gilbert, Turpin & DeWitt 
and A. P. Clark, all of Lamar, Colo. 


The highest producing cow of the 
Association ‘was a Holstein owned 
by the Green Mountain Dairy, her pro- 
duction being 73.2 lbs. fat from 2,290 
Ibs. milk. She was very closely fol- 
lowed by another Holstein in the Guy 
Gilbert herd with a production of 72.7 
Ibs. fat from 2,272 Ibs. milk, while the 
Green Mountain Dairy were also the 
owners of the next three high cows. 


Much time has been’ spent this 
month in reorganizing the association 
for the year’s work. Quite a large 
number of dairymen who were 
thought to be interested in the Asso- 
ciation work were visited and a num- 
ber of new members secured. Among 
these are the herds of M. H. Wad- 
hams and J. A. Tyson of Las Ant 
mas, W. R. Ewingat of Holly and Vir- 
gil Bolinger at McClave and a number 
of progressive dairymen at Lamar. 
Several of these new members have 
already reported benefits from the As- 
sociation in the way of greater pro- 
duction from their herds and cheaper 
and better feed rations. 


The Model Dairy Show animals 
have just arrived home from the Wi- 
chita Show where they took prizes in 
all classes entered except one. These 
animals have made an excellent rec- 
ord in the shows this fall. The av- 
erage feed cost of producing 100 Ibs. 
milk during the month was 53 cents. 
The average cost of delivering to mar- 
ket was 22 cents a hundred pounds, 
which leaves a profit of 85 cents per 
100 Ibs. This is not much lower than 
the profit during the time of high 
prices. The creameries are paying 
22 cents per pound for butterfat which 
would make 77 cents per 100 Ibs. for 
3.5 per cent. milk. This leaves a 
profit of 24 cents on cream plus the 
value of skim milk.

Everybody interested in dairying in 
the Northwest is holding his breath 
while Judge Hewen of Pacific county 
decides what to do with the suit of 
the Lewis-Pacific Dairymen’s Associ- 
ation against M. P. Frame, which 
came up at Chehalis, January 12, and 
which was taken under advisement. 
Frame is a prominent dairyman and 
a Holstein breeder of Ceres, one of 
several hundred who signed contracts 
to deliver their milk to the associ- 
ation. During the two years that have 
been occupied in constructing its fac- 
tory and getting into operation there 
have been a considerable number of 
contract violators, and Frame was se- 
lected as defendant in a suit to test 
the agreement a permanent injunction 
being asked against his delivering 
milk to any but the plaintiff’s factory. 
The violators claim that the plain- 
tiff has not kept its part of the con- 
tract, and upon the outcome will de- 
pend perhaps the life of the associ- 
ation. The case undoubtedly will go 
to the supreme court for final deter- 
mination.

Fobes Longfield De Kol out of the famous show cow, Maldeta Canary Mercedes, 
cost him $625 and a 21-lb. daughter of Chimacum King Korndyke Sadie Vale 
$515. Other local buyers obtained some good ones. R. L. Rice of Grandview 
paid $815, highest price paid on the opening day and second highest of the 
sale, for the new seven-day champion of the valley, Princess Pietertje Artis, 
She made 31.5 pounds only a few days before the sale. County Club Leader 
E. C. Scott and local leaders bid in eight head at $1240 for the Moxee Calf 
club and three at $400 for the Ahtanum Calf club. Homer Splawn..of Cowiche, 
younger son of the late “Jack” Splawn obtained four heifers at $650 thereby 
perpetuating the traditions of the family, which is associated with purebreds 
in the valley from the early days. E. O. Fawcett of Prosser obtained. two head, 
ene of them a splendid show daughter of Sir Korndyke Ormsby. Piebe and 
Maldeta Canary Mercedes for which he paid $530. She will join her six sisters 
in the Taranaki farm herd of E. F. Benson. Maldeta’s three daughters brought 
$1455, her grandson $275, and she herself, bred to Sir Bessie and 13 years old, 
sold to Drake & Duffield for $340. 

The grandson mentioned is by a son of Sir Korndyke Ormsby Piebe and 
Cascade Jessie, the coming 1250-pound four-year-old, and is out of Garretson’s 
$625 daughter of Fobes and Maldeta. He was purchased for a herd sire by John 
Bogart of Woodland, Cowlitz county, who bought 12 head at $2600. William 
Bishop of Chimacum went home the owner of several more of his own breed- 
ing, including a $530 four-year-old bred to Bessie, a $450 three-year-old bred to 
Chief, and others which cost him $2100 all told. President R. H. Tuttle of the 
Walla Walla county association obtained for $415 two daughters of Friday 
Harbor Cornucopia, a bull sired by a son of Sir Johanna Ruth Fayne and out 
of the famous Lutscke Vale Cornucopia. D. J. Kelly, who is “going back into 
cows” after several years absence, and H. A. and Woodson Cummins of 
Touchet, Walla Walla county, helped make up a shipment to that district. 
Five breeders from Klickitat county, one of them manager of a big ranch owned 
by Stanley Coffin of Yakima, bid in 12 head at $3090, and John L. Smith of 
Spokane gave $2085 for nine. One of these was a bargain at $420, a grand- 
daughter of King Segis 10th out of a granddaughter of Colantha Johanna Lad, 
due in May by Sir Bessie.

PASTURES GRADUALLY LOSE 
FERTILITY 


By Orin Crooker 

As a rule, pastured land grows a 
little poorer each year, rather than 
richer, despite) the common notion 
that to put a piece of ground into pas- 
ture is a means of preserving or in- 
creasing its fertility. The reason for 
this is found in the fact that the pas- 
turing of land results in building up 
the nitrogen content of the soil at the 
expense of lime and phosphorus. When 
sheep are left to run upon land, sur- 
prizing results often are shown but 
this is due to the fact that sheep 
manure is unusually rich in nitrogen 
and that the feeding of these animals 
represents a smaller loss of the ma- 
nurial elements in the feed than is the 
case with most farm animals. How- 
ever, while the pasturing of land may 
sustain or increase the nitrogen con- 
tent of the soil, principally through 
the growth of the white clover usually 
associated with pasture grasses, it 
still remains true that loss of lime and 
phoshorus ensues. Young stock, in 
particular require considerable of each 
of these elements in the building of 
bone. These elements are supplied, in 
part, by the pasture grasses upon 
which they feed and these, in turn, 
secure lime and phosphorus from the 
soil. There must be a distinct loss in 
each of these fertility elements since 
neither of them is replaced through 
the manure save in smaller amounts 
than taken in the feed. 

The beneficial results due to in- 
creased nitrogen that accrue from 
pasturing land makes pasturing seem 
advisable to many, especially where 
the soil contains sufficient lime and 
phosphorus to withstand the drain 
upon these elements in the way in- 
dicated. Nonetheless, it is a fact often 
remarked by farmers of long ex- 
perience, that when pastured land is 
plowed it fails to hold up long in pro- 
ductidn like the original soils. It 
gives two or three good crops, per- 
haps, and then falls off rapidly in pro- 
ducing power. This first fact is due, 
of course, to its having been stimu- 
lated with nitrogen. As soon as the 
effect of the increased nitrogen wears 
away the hampering circumstances of 
reduced lime and phosphorus is apt to 
manifest itself. In some parts of the 
country pastures are disappearing. 
This is not wholly due to the belief 
that it does not pay to pasture high 
priced land but to a better understand- 
ing of soils. Land that is devoted to 
pasture cannot be limed or treated 
with phosphorus effectively, whereas 
land that is in cultivation can be 
brought up in these regards.

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Kansas College Cow Makes 1000 Lbs. 





By R. B. BECKER | 





Carlotta Empress Fobes 330881, a 
six-year-old cow in the Kansas State 
Agricultural College dairy herd is the 
first mature cow in Kansas to be re- 
ported by Supt. M. H. Gardner as pro- 
ducing over 800 pounds of _ butter- 
fat. She is credited with 27.398 
pounds of milk and 803.33 pounds 
of butterfat, equivalent to 1,004.16 
pounds of 80 per cent butter. 
Four other cows in the _ state 
have produced over 800 pounds of fat, 
and will soon be officially reported by 
the Advanced Registry Office. 

The breeding of Carlotta shows 
that she comes from a line of good 
producing Holsteins. Her sire, Sir 
Carlotta Pontiac Cronus 2d, was bred 
by the college, and sold to C. W. 
Dingman at Clay Center, Kansas. The 
dam of this bull made 15,773.8 lbs. of 
milk and 515.05 Ibs. of fat at eleven 
years of age. 

The dam of Carlotta wis never on 
semi-official test, but was known to 
be a heavy milker. Her sire has six 
tested daughters that average 533 lbs. 
of butterfat in a year, when 11 years 
of age. 

Carlotta Empress K'obes was pur- 
chased by the college in 1918, as a 
three-year-old, and that year produced 
15,505.2 Ibs. of milk and 437.79 lbs. of 
fat. Freshening again as a _ senior 
four-year-old, she broke the state rec- 
ord in her class, giving 24,546.9 Ibs. 
of milk and 694.25 lbs. of butterfat. 
Three months later she dropped a 
bull calf to the service of Canary 
Paul Fobes Homestead 6th, and start- 
ed on her third successive semi-official 
test. Her three successive records 
average 22,483 lbs. of milk and 645 
Ibs. of fat. 

During .he year she was fed on 
cane and corn silage, alfalfa hay, but 
was ratrer limited on pasture. For 


a part of the year she was given a 
small amount of wet beet pulp. Her 
grain ration consisted of corn chop, 
ground oats and bran, with some lin- 
seed and cottonseed meal. She was 
a good persistent feeder, and conse- 
quently a heavy producer. 

Her picture, taken when the last 
record was completed, shows her re: 
markable veining, and good quality of 
udder, as well as a capacious middle. 
She combines good type and heavy 
production. 


A SHOW BULL OF TWENTY 
YEARS AGO 

Mr. A. H. Moore of Moore’s Mills. 
New York, who was one of the first 
breeders of the Black and Whites in 
Dutchess County, New York and who 
is now nearing the four score years 
of age, writes us concerning the bull, 
King of De Kols No. 24778, who was 
considered one of the good show bulls 
at the time of the Pan-American Ex- 
position at Buffalo, New York. 

King of De Kols No. 24778 was pur- 
chased by Mr. Moore from the late 
Henry Stevens at Lacona, N. Y., over 
twenty years ago and he stood at the 
head of his herd for several years, 
later being sold back to Henry 
Stevens who showed him at the Pan- 
American Exposition at Buffalo in the 
class for get of sire. Mr. Moore says 
that this bull would compare favor- 
ably with some of the good show bulls 
whose pictures we have published in 
the World during the past season. 
This bull was purchased at a time 
when very little A. R. O. testing had 
been done or was being done, with 
the result that he has only one A. R. 
O. daughter and two proven sons, but 
his blood has been a good influence 
in building up some of the Duchess 
County herds.

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Oswego Co.—A Pioneer Holstein Community.

New York in many important re- 
spects is the greatest Holstein state in 
the Union. According to the National 
Association census returns, barring 
Wisconsin, which has a Holstein pop- 
ulation of some 59,000, and Ohio, 
whose purebred Holsteins number 
29,000 animals, New York with its 
82,953 head of purebred Black and 
White cattle has more than three 
times as many registered animals of 
this breed as any other state. Of the 
60 counties comprising this state Os- 
wego ranks as one of the leading 13. 
Oswego County has more Holsteins 
than the state of Oregon, more than 
Arizona and North Dakota combined, 
and more than Idaho, Montana, Ne- 
vada, New Mexico, Utah and Wyo- 
ming all put together. Oswego County 
has more than twice aS many pure- 
bred Holstein as the state of Texas, 
more than seven times as Many as 
the state of Rhode Island, more than 
Maryland, more than twice as many 
as Delaware and almost as many as 
Colorado, all of which are coming to 
be: reckoned as Holstein States of 
some importance. 


Oswego County’s 2,513 registered 
Holsteins are the property of some 
200 owners, which means an average 
per owner of more than a dozen head 
—a foundation herd of respectable 
proportions. 

Oswego County is a pioneer Hol- 
stein county. It was in May 1872, that 
the first Holstein herd-book in Ameri- 
ca was published. Four years later 
Stevens & Pruyne of Lacona bought 
of Gerritt S. Miller, Peterboro, N. Y., 
the four-year-old heifer, Juno, (No. 
15 in the Holstein herd-book.) and 
the two-year-old heifer, May, and 
from C. R. Payne, Hamilton, N. Y., 
the yearling bull, Baron Steuben. At 
the time of these first purchases the 
registration of only 405 Holsteins had 


been published in the herd-book. This

records than in all the rest of America. 
Here were developed such noted ani- 
mals as De Kol 2d, Netherland Hen- 
gerveld, Belle Korndyke and Helena 
Burke, foundation cows whose endur- 
ing glory and fame are today perpet- 
uated by the remarkable producing 
and transmitting families that bear 
their names. De Kol 24, the first cow 
to cross the 26-lb. mark, in T-day 
official butter test (which she did in 
1894) was only slightly excelled 
by Netherland Hengerveld when two 
years later the latter claimed the 
World’s Record with her production 
of 26.66 lbs. butter in seven days. 
The other two members of the “Big 
Four” each held records above 25. 
Ibs. when only one or two cows out- 
side of Oswego County had entered 
the 25-lb. list. When, in 1900, a new 
World’s Record was established, it 
was by a junior four-year-old grand- 
daughter of De Kol 2d with her pro- 
duction of 28.24 lbs. butter in seven 
days. 

Hengerveld De Kol and _ Pontiac 
Korndyke, the two foundation “Pon- 
tiac’”’ sires are both of Oswego Coun- 
ty derivation, the former (a grandson 
of De Kol 2d and Netherland Hen- 
gerveld) having been bred here, while 
the latter (a son of Belle Korndyke) 
was formerly owned in Oswego Coun- 
ty. The first cow to cross the 30-lb. 
mark in official test was for a time

Twenty years ago the membership 
roll of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America contained the names 
of less than a dozen Oswego County 
breeders, the list comprising S. H. 
Blanchard and Fred E. French of 


Mexico; O. J. Godfrey, Pennellville; 
W. M. Hinsdale, Oswego Falls; Jno. 
Hunter, Sterling Valley; Thompson 


Kingsford and H. A. Midlong, Oswe- 
go; and in Lacona, Uri S. Porter, 
also Henry, R. J., and W. W. Stevens. 
Five years later 13 members had 
been added, among those still actively 
interested being C. F. Corey, Pennell- 
ville; H. C. and R. E. Davis, Mexico; 
Geo. W. Douglas and E. M. Hastings, 
Pulaski; D. J. Hollis, H. A. Prescott 
and F. H. Stevens, Lacona. 

Of the many fine herds that are to- 
day making Holstein history for Os- 
wego County, special mention can 
hardly be attempted in this brief out- 
line It would be interesting to refer 
to the Wilcox herd near Fulton, not 
one of whose animals has ever react- 
ed to the tuberculin test; the Karpin 
ski herd near Oswego, in whose up 
building Mrs. Karpinski has taken 
special pride; the Hollis and Blount 
herds near Lacona, each enlisting the 
united and intelligent efforts of father 
and son and the latter in each in- 
stance already well started on the 
sure road to success; of the herds 
around Pulaski whose enterprise fur- 
nished for the Community-Day par- 
ade in that village a Holstein float 
that attracted more than local atten- 
tion to the dairy industry of Oswego 
County, and one of whose herds lately 
added to the list of the breed’s great 
record cows one that has produced 
over 100 lbs. milk a day in her of- 
ficial test. In taking note of these we 
may seem to slight the many others 
equally worthy of comment, but it will 
be understood that the purpose of this 
article is only to touch upon some of 
the points relating to Oswego County 
‘Holsteins.

SHOWING CATTLE IN DENMARK 


A very interesting letter has just 
been received by the World office 
from Jim Bollerup, who is spending 
the winter at his old home in Den- 
mark. Jim has been well known for 
years to all followers of the Middle- 
western show ring, having worked in 
the ring with some of the best Iowa 
show herds. Last fall he had charge 
of the Hargrove & Arnold herd, which 
was exhibited with such great success 
all around the circuit. 

Following is a portion of his letter, 
referring to the herd on his parents’ 
farm at Ringkobing: 

“We have a herd of 40 head of cat- 
tle, been showing for the last 20 years 
regularly. Our way of showing cattle 
in Denmark is very different from 
showing in the U. S. A. They do not 
show females single in open classes, 
but in groups, three heifers or six 
heifers in a group according to the 
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size of the herd or the amount of 
cows they keep on the farms. It is a 
very poor way of finding the good 
ones, but— 

I am sending you a picture of three 
heifers from our farm which took the 
high honor at our leading fair. These 
heifers are not quite two years old but 
carying their first calf. As you see 
from the picture we do not clip or 
wash, but show them in their every- 
day clothes.” 


REMARKS ON SUB-DIVISION B 


Editor Holstein-Fresian World: 
Have read with interest Mr. Mer- 
ker’s article on Sub-Division B and 


heartily agree with him in his senti- 
ments as regards both divisions and 
am sorry that he gathered the idea 
that I meant to knock the four-times-a- 
day milking division. On the con- 
trary, I am heartily in favor of all 
tests possible as the more records 
made the more it boosts the breed but 
[ think he brings out the very point I 
believe in, in Sub-Division B, and that 
is the misleading value of the other 
division as to a basis for breeding to 
better your herd. He has a two-year- 
old heifer milking four times a day 
and another that he intends milking 
only twice a day. Now the question 
which arises in my mind is what would 
the heifer have done in dairy work on 
two milkings and how would she have 
compared with the four-year-old. She is 
producing a good record on four milk- 
ings and would it be a wise choice to 
take her calf for a herd sire in prefer- 
ence to the four-year-old. In other 
words, the whole question brings on 
the practicability of milking four times 
or three times a day for the average 
farmer. 

I think my own situation is sim- 
ilar to many others and my problem 
to solve was—am I on the right track 
or not? I am a small breeder, dairy- 
man, and farmer and was formerly in 
grades. We had a very fine herd of 
grades and some very good producers 
and then I decided to go into the pure 
breds in order to increase my produc. 
tion as well as from the sale of sur- 
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plus Stock as I depend on my milk for 
my income. I purchased some good 
purebreds and good sire and started in 
We started in 7-day work as that was 
the only division at that time in which 
we had the time to do testing. After 
several years work we had a Z00 
herd but was not satisfied with the re. 
sults so purchased a better sire and 
so on. I saw these big records of 25. 
30,000 Ibs. in a year advertised but 
couldn’t seem to get any of my cows 
to produce anything like it so decided 
to go and see some of these big cows 
I did so and found that on ordinary 
dairy work they were not doing any 
better than I, but when milked four 
times a day produced these wonderful 
records. I tried it a short time and 
quit as I could not stand the work and 
I couldn’t hire someone to do it as | 
found the ability. Just then Sub-Di- 
vision B was started and it answered 
every question I wanted to know be- 
cause if I could get a bull calf from a 
cow in that division with a record of 
15-20,000 lbs. of milk, I knew I had the 
flow of milk and the per cent. of fat 
would be under normal conditions 
which is what I am after, i. e. to breed 
up a herd which on two milkings a 
day will produce me a larger flow of 
milk and a higher percentage of fat 
in proportion than I can get from any 
other grades or breed of cows, in other 
words, the largest profit making 
milking machine I can find. If I want 
to show what my cows can do under 
forced conditions, I make a 7-day test. 

Now I firmly believe in the other di- 
visions as a help to the breed as they 
show what possibilities there are in 
the purebred Holstein cow when forced 
to her limit and there may be enough 
men in the dairy business milking 
three and four times a day to afford 
a market to all of us for our three and 
four milkings a day offspring and if so, 
these divisions will give those buyers 
an accurate basis to work on but I my- 
self do not expect to be able to sell to 
this market and therefore must build 
up a herd which has an actual basis 
of value for the man who milks two 
times a day and wants a herd sire or 
heifers to build up a herd on that 
basis.

RESPONSIBILITY RESTS UPON 
ff MILK PRODUCERS 
[i By ORIN CROOKER 


‘'iAs regards the healthfulness 
tleanliness..of milk a heavy respon- 
Sibility rests upon the producer. It is 
‘possible,,of course, for milk to become 
eontaminated .with disease germs or 
dirt after it. passes out of the hands of 
ithe dairyman.. . The more the product 
iis handled during the interval which 
por between the time it leaves the 


and 


yroducer and the time it reaches. the 
¥onsumer the greater will be the 
danger in this regard. How- 
Yeyer,this is beyond the dairyman’s con- 
trol. It is his business to see that so 
jfar as he is concerned the milk leaves 
him in a clean and healthful condition. 
iCleanliness and healthfulness, as 
‘these relate to milk, are not neces- 
th ° ® e ° 

sarily identical. A milk may be dirty 
“and yet its use may not be accom- 
‘banied by unhealthful results. The 
odds, of course, are against the con- 
sSumer in this respect. As a rule, how- 
sever, it is not the dirt that is visible 
‘to the eye that is most to be feared. 


The germs of typhoid, scarlet fever 
‘and other communicable diseases 
carry far greater menace to human 


jhealth than stable dirt which finds its 
iway into milk. 

While healthfulness and cleanliness 

fin the product of our dairies are not 
the same the two are apt to go hand 
iin hand in the: majority of cases. The 
fan who takes pride in the cleanliness 
‘of his product will be apt to watch 
carefully for avenues of possible con- 
ftamination that might affect the 
shealthtulness of the milk from his 
‘stable. He will know his water sup- 
iply, for one thing, and use no water 
for dairy purposes which is not above 
Suspicion. A dairyman whose pump 
got out of order and who resorted to 
san old well during the interval that 
elapsed until his equipment could be 
repaired was the cause of a dozen or 
‘more cases of typhoid in a near by 
city. The careful dairyman will 
watch his help—especially the milk- 
ers. Men with sore throats, tempera- 
tures, eruptions on their face or body 
will be laid off instantly these are 
‘discovered. Milkers who are not 
leanly in their personal habits are 
also a menace in the dairy stable. 
‘Even the matter of flies will be 
shheld in mind by a _ conscientious 
dairyman—particularly during a per- 
iod when some disease may be preva- 
lent in the community. He will see 
at all times that there are no accumu- 
Jations of filth about the place from 
which flies may carry disease. This 
applies to farm toilets in particular. 
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Considered from various angles, the 
dairyman is seen to be under a def- 
inite moral responsibility as regards 
his product. It is not enough to have 
clean stables, clean cows and clean 
utensils. The milkers must be clean, 
and healthy. The farm must harbor 
no possible menace to health. The 
water supply must be pure. Milk is 
one of the most easily contaminated ot 
human foods. He who produces it 
should recognize his duty and his ob- 
ligations.

WAR FINANCE CORPORATION 
STATEMENTS 


Washington, Feb. 13. — Eugene 
Meyer, Jr., Managing Director of the 
War Finance Corporation, today made 
the following statement: 

“The optimistic view of the improv- 


ing conditions in our basic agricul- 
tural industries, expressed by Presi- 


dent Harding in his letter to the Min- 
nesota farmers and_ stockmen, is 
amply borne out by reports received 
from the agencies of the War Finance 
Corporation throughout the country. 

“Corn is now selling at country ele- 
vators in Nebraska and Iowa at 40 
cents a bushel as against 20 cents 


four months ago. Hogs command a 
good market, and. reports indicate 
that farmers are getting the equiv- 


alent of 80 to 90 cents for corn that is 
marketed on the hoof. The market 
for sheep is stabilized. They are sell- 
ing in large quantities and at prices 
considered satisfactory to growers 
and feeders. The cattle market is no 
longer demoralized; the breeding 
herds are being held; the young stock 
is no longer being sacrificed; and the 
feeding and fattening business is pro- 
ceeding in good volume and_ with 
fairly satisfactory returns. There is 
a broad market for wool and hides at 
good prices. The grain markets are 
showing a good consumptive demand. 
The movement of cotton has been 
much larger this season than last 
year, and the prices are much fairer 
to the producers. The large cotton 
co-operative marketing organizations 
have demonstrated their ability to 
conduct their business on a sound 
basis and have proved to be a stabil- 
izing factor. 

“All this means that the farmer 1s 
being put in position to liquidate his 
debts gradually and that his nomal 
purchasing power—so vital to the 
commercial, transportation, and in- 
dustrial interests—is being restored.”

It is usually far back on the hills 
where poverty and want are taken as 
a matter of course that the poor board- 
er cow is allowed to sap all the profits 
from her owners.

J. M. Keliy, of the board of directors 
of the H.-F. Association, in a recent 
speech before New Jersey’s agricul- 
tural meeting said that the “dairy in- 
dustry is the most unprogressive, un- 
developed industry in the world.” He 
referred to the lack of “punch” among 
dairymen and scored them for not :d- 
vertising their products as_ they 
should. Mr. Kelly believes that it 
would indeed pay to advertise, since 
over 186,000,000 pounds of substitute 
butters were sold in this country in 
1920.

“Practically 30 per cent of the tu 
berculosis found in children from 5 to 
16 years of age is caused by tubercu 
losis in the cows from which they are 
fed,” says Dr. J. H. MeNeil, chief of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, when 
reporting his work on the testing of 
herds.

all from financial difficulties. Ouly 
43 banks in the whole state of Wis- 
consin were delinquent in meeting 
their loans to the Federal Reserve 
Banks. Actually agricultural condi- 
tions in Wisconsin and Minnesota are 
nearly normal now, while the corn- 
pelt farmer is scratching his inside 
pockets for funds to pay interest on 
money porrowed to defray living ex- 

nses, let alone rents and other busi- 
ness obligations. He looks over the 
state line into Wisconsin and into sec- 
tions of his own state, where dairy 
farming is the major industry, and ob- 
serving prosperity, determines to be- 
come a dairyman. So the dairy cow is 
making inroads into the corn belt. 
She is going into the Middle West 
and South at a pace that is both rapid 
and dangerous,” according to F. C. M. 
of the Rural New Yorker. “Any in- 
dustry must grow up in a community 
rather than be thrust on the people 
as an emergency occupation. The 
dairy industries of Maryland, New 
York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania 
are complaining of an over-production 
of milk, and consequently the farmers 
are selling at relatively low prices. 
The dairymen in these sections are 
wondering at the ‘Call of the West’ 
for cows and more dairying. When 
the corn-belt farmer was making 
money selling grain two years ago, a 
number of dairymen abandoned milk- 
ing and went to raising grain. They 
lost because prices dropped before 
they were able to market ‘a crop. 
The same fate will be experienced by 
the stockman who now turns to dairy- 
ing purely as an emergency measure. 
When he gets nicely started the sur- 
plus*of milk will choke the markets 
and then only the fittest will survive. 
‘The cry is not for more milk, but for 
a more economical production of milk 
and for a more extended market for 
the milk now being produced and dis- 
tributed.”
